JoAnne:

I wanted to provide you with an update on this situation.
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The Company reached out to Ms. Cooper this morning. l am informed that her husband answered the phone, indicated
that the Coopers had experienced a power quality issue (which the Coopers have referred to as a "power surge") during
the public night hearing, and suggested that this power quality issue may have been the reason why Ms. Cooper was
unable to reach the Company via phone.

After the call with Mr. Cooper, DESC dispatched a crew to the Coopers'esidence and discovered a neutral connection
with possible squirrel damage. Squirrel-damaged neutral connections are a common cause of power quality issues such
as those described by Ms. Cooper in her testimony. The Company repaired the neutral connection, replaced the service
wire and checked all connections.

Additionally, while onsite, the Company discovered that the Customer's wiring going through the weatherhead and
down the mast conduit had insulation that was cracked and crumbling off. This wire is the responsibility of the
Customer, and the Company advised the Coopers to call an electrician to replace this wire.

Finally, the Company has inventoried its records and has no record of any report from the Coopers regarding the power
surge that Ms. Cooper testified occurred several months ago. The Company does have a record of an outage on
September 16, 2020, as a result of a tree on a line.
